Tucker for about five years they 
having been the beat of friends and 
thought to be engaged 
Miss 
Bond 
who 
lives 
on 
Fifth 
street 
told her sister that she 
was 
going to take a small package 
to the 
washerwoman 
and 
went around to 
Mr 
Tuckers home 
on River 
street 
aad called 
him out and told him to 
cone and go with her to the washer 
woman 
which 
he 
gladly 
consented- 
to do 
he fearing nothing 
nor ever 
having cause to for they were almost 
always together 
They started from his home and had 
gone about six blocks 
and when they 
lad just passed the corner of Laurel 
and Seventh streets 
just beneath a 
large oak tree which stood by an old 
vacant lot she dropped the 
laundry 
package and when he stopped to pick 
it up she fired at him with a 
bre revolver the first ball grazing his 
temple and making a terrible wound 
about 1 
Inches 
abpve the left corner 
of his left eye 
This first shot felled 
him to the ground 
OH he was already 
stooping 
over 
He cried 
murdur 
but she emptied 
the four remaining 
chambers of the smoking 
revolver at 
his almost prostrate 
forte 
he being 
wounded and not able 
to

oven to get up 
He rolled over and over she failing 
to make good her aim
